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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner disagrees with the Attorney's 
assertion that Killionrelies upon acoustic resistors alone to determine the frequency response for the microphone system. To one of 
ordinary skill in the art, it is clearly understood that both, the 1.) internal dimensions of sound passages (185) & (186) and 2.) acoustic 
resistance materials, cooperate to provide the resultant frequency response for the system. Furthermore, by altering one of the internal 
dimensions of passages (185) & (186), Or by choosing an alternative acoustic resistance material, the frequency response for the 
microphone system will be either optimized or adversely affected.
